HE WAS THE THIRD PERSON TO SAY HE WOULD NOT BE AT THE 
PROPOSED SIX-LEADER SUMMIT AT THE END OP KISSINGER'S 
PIRST LATIN AMERICAN TOUR. 

ONE U.S. OFPICIAL SAID THE SUMMIT WOULD PROBABLY BE REPLACED 
BY A POREIGN MINISTER'S MEETING IN THE ABSENCE OF PRES- 
IDENT MELGAR, EL SALVADOR'S PRESIDENT ARTURO ARMANDO MOLINA 
AND GUATEMALAN PRESIDENT K.TELT. LAUGERUD. 
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PRESIDENT MALGAR WAS UNDERSTOOD TO HAVE PULLED OUT OE THE 
SUMMIT BECAUSE PRESIDENT MOLINA REEUSED TO COME. 

PRESIDENT LAUGERUD EXPLAINED THAT HE HAD TO REMAIN IN 
GUATEMALA TO DIRECT THE RECOVERY EROM THE EEB. 4 EARTH- 
QUAKE. 

U.S. OFEICIALS SAID KISSINGER WOULD MEET PRESIDENT 
ANASTASIO SOMOZA OE NICARAGUA AND GENERALOMAR TORRIJOS OE 
PANAMA IP THEY CHOSE TO COME TO SAN JOSE, BUT SAID THE 
PLANNED SUMMIT APPEARED TO BE OPE.
